Well, get those AM right on FM. 

Is it possible? Yes! This makes into 

‘a good printed circuit and the proto- 

type was 2 inches by about 3/4 inches. 
The final one will only be about 1-1/2 
a long, so it won't stick out too 
ar. 

It seems that all of the Comm III's 
don't act alike. However, no real pro- 
blem in getting it to work. 

Looking at the circuit, the HEPS02 
will be used for high input. The luf, 
1,5uf and the 2.2uf might be hard to 
get but don't let that bother you, use 
the next value higher or lower. This 
will affect the deviation if your mike 
delivers ample voltage you can reduce 
the coupling cap. Likewise if your 
gain is low and insufficient deviation 
increase the coupling caps. 

It is important that a zener dicde 
ef 9.1 volts “be used as this will hoid. 
the bias at a constant voltage. The 
150K and 470K resistor supplies the bias 
: the varicap MV2101. Other varicaps 
1 work, but you will have to adjust 
e for the correct swing of the 
-y which in turn controls the 
deviation. 

Some of these sets that I have 
worked on have good high activity crys- 
tals and others do not. This wiil also 
make a difference in the deviation. If 
the frequency is too high remove the 15 
pf in the cutput and use just the var- 
iable and put one side to-ground and 
connect a wire +traight from the crys- 
tal to the cu t and the cap tc 

I wiil have printed circuit 
made up by the “10th of May.
